Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
Minister  of  Health,  I have  pleasure  in  submitting 
my  Annual  Report  for  195*+ • 


The  health  of  the  District  was  good.  The 
number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
was  remarkably  low. 


The  deaths  of  infants  imder  four  weeks  and 
one  year  of  age  have  shown  an  increase  in 
comparison  with  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  (after  correction  for  comparability  factors) 
was  8.59  as  compared  with  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  of  11.3  per  1000  population.  The 
birth  rate  remains  above  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales  being  19=13  as  compared  with  15.2.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I;  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  Department  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  been  widened  by 
the  request  of  the  War  Department  for  a refuse  collection 
service  to  all  Military  properties  including  Barrack  and 
Married  Quarters  in  the  Blackdown  Garrison,  this  in  addition 
to  the  normal  development  of  this  District  has  presented 
difficulties  in  maintaining  adequate  staff  for  this  important 
branch  of  work.  It  has  been  found  impracticable  to  increase 
the  existing  complement  of  staff  to  be  commensurate  with  the 
ever  increasing  volume  of  work  involved. 

The  proper  handling  and  the  public  demand  for  clean 
food  is  still  a subject  of  paramount  importance.  The 
Department  maintains  close  liaison  with  all  members  of  the 
wholesale  and  retail  distribution  of  food  associated  with 
this  District.  The  examination  of  foodstuff  on  sale  to  the 
public  is  being  continually  examined  as  part  of  a routine 
check  on  the  bacteriological  fitness  and  as  a precaution 
designed  to  minimise  the  incidence  of  food  poisoning.  In 
connection  with  this  work  there  were -a  number  of  cases  of 
Dysentery  following  upon  an  outbreak  in  the  preceding  year, 
in  addition  there  were  several  suspect  cases  of  food 
poisoning  of  an  isolated  character 5 nevertheless  this 
special  branch  of  investigation  involved  the  taking  of  no 
less  than  466  pathological  specimens.  It  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasised  that  a strict  code  of  personal  hygiene 
must  be  exercised  not  only  by  specialist  personnel  in  the 
food  industry  but  equally  so  by  the  community  as  a whole. 

The  .coming  into  force  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act  towards  the  end  of  the  year  together  with  the  Minister's 
declared  policy  of  H.M.  Government,  gave  a clear  lead  to 
local  authorities  that  full  scale  work  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  so  largely  in  abeyance  since  1939)  to  be  resumed. 
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SMITARY  CIRCUMSTMOES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company’ s deep  wells 
in  the  Chalk  at  Greywell,  near  Odiham,  Itchel,  near  Crondall, 
Beenham’s  Heath,  near  VJokingham,  and  from  the  Bagshot  Sands 
at  Frimley. 

The  Frimley  v/ater  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains 
per  gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sand 
filtration  and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  Company  are  required  by  statute  to  reduce  the  hardness  of 
water  supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in 
view  of  this  condition  the  supplies  fl? on  Greywell  and  Beenham’s 
Heath,  each  of  ^^7hich  have  a total  hardness  of  19.5  to  21  grains 
per  gallon,  are  subjected  to  softening  treatment  by  the  lime 
process.  Softening  at  Itchel  was  temporarily  suspended  in 
June  1953  hy  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  consequent  upon  his  refusal  to  authorise  the 
reconstruction  of  the  old  and  inadequate  existing  softening 
plant  • "■ 


All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state 
before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the  normal  process -of  treatment  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterworks  practice.  Samples  of  water  from  all 
sources  are  frequent  1^^  and  regularly  examined. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AITD  SALVAGE.  ‘ , 

My  comments  regarding  the  collection  and  disposal  service 
made  in  1952,  when  the  scheme  was  fully  reviewed,  remain 
generally  applicable  insofar  as  lack  of  availability  of 
suitable  labour  is  concerned. 

One  additional  vehicle  was  put  into  commission  in 
May,  195^  and  provided  a temporary  improvement  in  availability 
of  transport,  but  with  the  implementation  of  full  scale 
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collection  of  milit'a-ry,  refuse  from  the  Blackdown/Deepcut 
Garrison  in  October,  coupled... with  additional  civilian 
properties,  all  vehicles  became  fully  employed  arid  no  reserve 
available.  The  collection  from  the  military  area 
necessitated  detailed  supervision  from  the  onset  in  order  to 
minimise  "teething”  troubles  5 units' concerned  co-operated  ~ 
in  Varying  degrees  but  the  issue  was  confused  by  continuation 
of  military  arrangements  and  it  was  not  for  several  months 
that  the  precise  amount  of  work  involved  was  clarified.  When 
full  scale  collections  were  in  operation  it  became  evident 
that  the  Garrison  Area  alone  necessitated  the  full  time  use 
of  a large  capacity  freighter  and  crew.  The  scope  of  this 
additional  commitment  can  be  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
optimum  tonnage  collected  is  equivalent  to  that  which  would 
normally  arise  from  a civilian  population  of  6,500,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  the  length  of  haul  to  the  Controlled  Tip 
is  the  maximum  for  the  District, 

‘ It  is  with  pleasure  that  I place  on  record  the 
outstanding  co-operation  of  the  Officer  i/c  Barracks 
(Major  S.  Bishop),  who  was  primarily  responsible  for  the 
military  aspect  of  the  change-over,  and  the  Garrison  Adjutant 
(Captain  F.B.  Duplock) 5 the  helpful  attitude  of  both  these 
officers  and  their  staffs  was  instrumental  in  avoiding  or 
minimising  numerous  complications, 

The  provision  of  a service  to  the  Staff  College, 
Camberley,  remains  to  be  implemented  and  no  negotiations  for 
this  work  were  entered  into  during  the  year. 

' . In  order  to  minimise  use  of  manpower  and  vehicles  on 
work  other  than  actual  colle-ction,  approval  was  given  during 
the  year  to  the  installation  of  additional  underground 
storage  accommodation  for  - petroleum  spirit  and  also  for 
purchase  of  pressure  greasing  plant. 

With  regard  to  raw  material  recovery,  another 
successful  year  can  be  recorded.  The  tonnage  of  waste  paper 
again  showed  a substantial  increase  (from  h57  to  510  tons) 
and  both  textiles  and  non-ferrous  metals  Increased  in  weight 
and  value.  The  total  income  derived  was  £611  in  excess  of 
the  original  estimate.  It  became  necessary  however  for  the 
Council  to  consider  re-organisation  of  Depot  and  baling 
facilities  if  a "bottle-neck"  v/hich.  had  been  building  up  for 
some  time  was  to  be  avoided  and  a scher.B  in  principle  was 
, approved  during  the  year,  A second-hand  ex,  W.D,  sectional 
timber  building  v/as  purchased  -against  requirements  for  future 
extensions.  In  view  of  the  limited  area  of  land  for  tipping 
remaining  at  the  existing  site  it  is  not  practicable  t# 
provide  Depot  facilities  other  than  on  a comparatively 
temporary  basis  and  some  improvisation  will  continue  to  be 
necessary  on  the  present  site,  '

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MLK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  15  producers  of  milk  in  the  District  but 
the  majority  of  milk  consumed  in  the  area  is-  provided  by 
wholesalers  outside  the  administrative  area. 

The  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Specified  Areas)  No,  3 Order  1953  came  into  force  in  the 
District  on  1st  January,  1954  and  had  the  effect  of 
requiring  all  dealers  to  supply  designated  milks  only. 
'Accredited'  milk  ceased  to  be  an  approved  grade  after 
September  30th,  1954  after  which  date  the  grades 
authorised  weres- 

' Tuberculin  Tested'. 

' Pasteurised' . 

'Sterilised'. 

No  difficulties  were  reported  by  any  dealers  in 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Order  which  must  be 
regarded  as  a major  step  towards  the  supply  of  a safe 
milk  supply,  .

Ninety-nine  samples  of  designated  milks  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  year  5 
ninety-one  proved  satisfactory.  Of  the  eight  unsatisfactory 
samples,  two  were  produced  outside  the  District  and  were 
dealt  with  by  the  appropriate  local  authorities  and 
subsequent  samples  found  satisfactory;  the  remaining  six 
were  produced  at  a pasteurising  plant  in"  the  District  and 
are  referred  to  in  the  next  paragraph. 


The  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised) 

Regulations.  1949.  ■ 

••  The  arrangement  between  the  Council  and  the  Surrey 
County  Council,  whereby  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as 
the  agent  of  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Regulations  relating  to  pasteurising  plants, 
continued  throughout  thti  yeor. 

One  plant  is  licensed  and  the  licensee  co-operates 
very  fully  and  is  anxious  to  maintain  a high  standard;  the 
six  samples  which  proved  unsatisfactory  necessitated  a 
comprehensive  investigation  into  the  operation  of  the  plant 
and  an  intermittent  fault  discovered  in  a thermostat  control 
which  necessitated  temporary  resort  to  temperature  control 
by  manual  thermometers.  Two  thermometers  obtained  through 
trade  channels  proved  inacccurate  in  calibration  and  a 
master  thermometer  was  eventually  loaned  by  the  Department 
to  the  licensee  pending  supply  of  a similar  instrument 
through  trade  channels.  In  the  circumstances',  despite  the 
imsatisf actory  percentage  of  failures,  I did  not  consider 
it  necessary  to  recommend  the  County  Council  to  take  action 
with  regard  to  the  licence. 


In  addition  to  the  foregoing  some  considerable  trouble 
was  experienced  by  a retail  supplier  of  milk  from  an  unusual 
accumulation  of  deposit  arising  on  the  plant  filters  after 
treatment  of  the  raw  milk*  A number  of  samples  were  examined 
by  the  National  Milk  Testing  Service  during  January  which 
revealed  no  abnormalities  and  all  samples  proved  negative  to 
Ropiness . 

As  the  trouble  persisted  the  Department  commenced  a 
re-investigation  into  this  problem  during  a period  commencing 
early  February  to  July,  when  repeated  tests  of  material  ffrom 
the  filters,  plant  and  individual  raw  milks  were  examined. 

In  all  a total  of  87  samples  and  specimens  were  taken 
comprising s- 

(a)  82  samples  of  raw  milk.  . . 

(b)  5 specimens  of  other  material, 

A close  liaison  was  maintained  with  Dr.  Cook  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  in  connection  with  the  problem  and 
to  whom  thanks  are  due  for  the  detail  bacteriological 
examination  of  all  samples  and  specimens.  In  a number  of 
instances  specimens  revealed  on  direct  examination  the  presence 
of  pus  cells  and  aerobic  sporing  organisms.  The  cultures  of 
these  showed  either  presence  of  coli form  and  aerobic  sporing 
organisms,  or' proved  ..to  be  sterile,.  At  the  same  time  . 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  individual  supplies  of  raw 
milk  (mostly  from  Tuberculin  Tested  Herds)  showed  no  pus  cells 
on  direct  examination,  nor  the  growth  of  abnormal  organisms 
on  culture , ' 

As*  has  previously  been  stated,  the  investigation  was 
continued  until  mid-July,  when  this , peculiar  incidence  ceased, 
almost  as  mysteriously  as  it  appeared  v/ithout  being  able  to 
prove  the  precise  contributory  factors.  One  of  the  principal 
difficulties  during  the  investigation'  was  due  to  the 
unpredictable  and  intermittant  occurrence  of  the  abnormalities y 
this  involved  taking  many  samples  many  of  which  were  not 
submitted  to  examination  since  the  phenomenon  was  not  present. 

It  can  however  be  stated  with  some  confidence  that  t-he 
cause  is  regarded  as  being  due  to  some  bacterial  origin,  which 
over  a prolonged  period  proved  harmless  and  in  n‘o  way  impaired 
the  quality' of  the^milk. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  routine  examination  of  foodstuffs  continues  an 
important  branch  of  the  Department's  work.  Close  liaison 
is  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries . 

All  bacteriological  work  is  now  carried  out  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  the  Public 
Analyst,

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  now  8l  premises  registered  in  the  district; 

2 of  these  are  licensed  to  manufacture  and  79  are  licensed 
to  retail  prepacked  ice  cream.  All  premises  and  vehicles 
used  in  connection  with. this  trade  have  been  kept  under 
constant  supervision  and  a close  liaison  exists  between 
those  Local  Authorities  in  whose  area  the  manufactured 
commodity  is  produced.

An  application  by  the"  Council  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  seeking  approval  for  autonomous  powers  was 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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With  the  impending  de-control  of  meat  supplies 
and  the  anticipated  legislation  subsequently  enacted  in  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  195^?  it  became  necessary  for  the  Council 
to  consider  future  policy  with  regard  to  the  establishment 
of  slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  Pursuant  to -’discussions 
between  the  Council’s  Officers  and  Trade  Representatives  and 
also  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  having  regard  to 
facilities  which  would  be  available  at  Guildford  and  Reading, 
the  Council  resolved  in  July  195^  to  support  a policy  of 
moderate  concentration  of  slaughterhouses  and  to  abolish 
slaughtering  facilities  in  the  District.  Only  one  small 
slaughterhouse  was  currently  licensed  and  no  claim  for 
compensation  was  made  by  the  Owner. 


VERMIN  INFESTATION  CONTROL. 

Rodent  destruction. 

219  premises  were  treated  for  infestation  of  rats  or 
mice  during  the  year. 

Warfarin  continued  to  be  used  as  the  main  poison  and 
no  evidence  of  prejudice  normally  associated  with  chemicals 
previously  used  has  been  recorded.

The  demands  from  Owners,  Building  Societies, 
Architects  and  Surveyors  etc.  for  survey  and  advice 
continued  during  the  year;  in  addition  properties  which 
are  the  subject  of  application  for  mortgage  under  the 
Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts  and  Housing  Acts  are 
surveyed  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  Sixty  primary 
surveys  were  carried  out  during  the  year  'and  other 
premises  re-examined  as  found  necessary.  Some 
difficulty  is  experienced  from  time  to  time  in  keeping 
pace  with  the  amount  of  work  involved  and  a waiting 
list  usually  exists;  priority  is  given  to  surveys 
arising  as  a result  of  properties  being  sold  in  order 
to  obviate  or  minimise  inconvenience  to  the  persons 
involved. 


Wo  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  compliance 
with  a Byelaw  requiring  pre-treatment  of  roof  timbers  in 
new  buildings,  (The  full  text  of  this  Byelaw  was  recorded 
in  my  last  Report) .

It  is  regretted  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  of 
users  remains  unsatisfactory  in  many  cases  and  malicious 
damage  causes  unnecessary  expenditure  on  maintenance. 

The  conveniences  on  the  London .Road- Recreation  Ground  are 
increasingly  used  by  through  traffic  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  accommodation  is  now  inadequate.  Improved 
facilities  at  Frimley  remain  to  be  provided. 


HOUSING  REPAIRS 


This  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  September  195^  and, 
inter  alia,  required  local  authorities  to  submit  proposals 
in  1955"  for  Demolition  and  Clearance  Order  programmes,  the 
bulk  of  which  work  which  had  of  necessity  been  in 
abeyance  since  1939 • 


Prior  to  this  legislation  but  in  anticipation  of 
the  probable  intentions  of  the  Minister,  the  Council  had 
already  commenced  to  give  consideration  to  the  main  area 
of  sub-standard  property  in  the  District,  viz,  the 
Prospect  Place/Plantation  Row  locality, , taking  appropriate 
action  as  opportune  to  deal  with  dwellings  under  Sections  11 
or  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 


The  Act  empowered  landlords  in  certain  cases  to 
increase  rents  previously  controlled  by  the  Rent  Restriction 
Acts  and  tenants  to  apply  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
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entitling  them  to  withhold  increases  pending  execution  of 
specified  repairs.  Three  applications  for  certificates  were 
received  in  195^  and  decisions  were  pending  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  (These  applications  were  subsequently  approved 
and  rescinded  on  completion  of  the  necessary  work) • 

No  information  is  availabl-e  as  to  the  number  of 
landlords  who  were  entitled  to  claim  increases  or  to  what 
extent  the  right  was  exercised. 

Despite  the  willingness  of  the  Council  to  give 
careful  consideration  to  the  payment  of  Improvement  Grants 
under  the  Housing  Act,  19^9  as  amended  and  simplified  by  the 
new  Act,  there  is  no  evidence  so  far  to  indicate  that 
landlords  of  the  smaller  sub-standard  properties  are 
interested ■ in  assistance  in  this  way 5 this  fact  must  be 
regretted  as  it  appears  to  be  one  of  the  most  practicable 
methods  of  modernising  a number  of  rent  controlled  dwellings 
in  the  District. 


One  burial  (a  child  killed  in  a road  accident)  was 
undertaken  at  public  expense  during  the  year  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  abovementioned  Act, 


MORTUARY. 

The  existing  mortuary  accommodation  continued  to  be 
used  during  the  year.  The  Council  is  aware  that  this 
accommodation  is  unsuitable  both  as  to  the  facilities 
provided  and  siting  and  the  opportunity  is  awaited  to  make 
alternative  provision. 

The  Attendant  (who  acted  as  a full-time  employee  in 
the  Surveyor's  Department  when  not  required  for  mortuary 
duties)  retired  during  the  year  5 the  Council  was  fortunate 
however  in  retaining  his  services  on  a part-time  basis  as 
it  is  quite  certain  that  extreme  difficulty  would  have  been 
experienced  in  making  alternative  arrangements  , 
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EURIAL  GROUND. 

Arising  from  representations  received  from  the 
Parochial  Church  Council  in  1953  ns  to  the  necessity  for 
extension  of  the  existing  burial  ground  at  St.  Michael’s 
Church,  Camberley,  the  Council  entered  into  negotiations 
with  the  V/ar  Department  for  the  acquisition  of  1.17  acres 
of  W.D.  land  adjoining  the  existing  burial  ground.  Formal 
approval  was  received  from  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  November  195^  to  the  establishment  of  an 
additional  burial  ground ^ prior  to  this  approval  an 
investigation  was  carried  out  by  the  Department  at  the 
request  of  the  Minister  in  consultation  with  Officers  of 
the  Mid-V/essex  VJater  Company  to  ensure  that  the  proposed 
site  was  satisfactory  from  the  public  health  aspect. 


Thirty-nine  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleim 
mixtures  in  the  form  of  cellulose.  No  new  installations 
were  completed  during  the  year. 


Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity 
from  250  to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying 
mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five 
gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies  of  these  commodities  are 
kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved  fireproof  structures.
